'The large 
pen-outage of tin* ex-army lucii. and Liigllslimeii 
generally, in thc.se far away ranching countries, is. 
I think. res|>oiisibU* tor the intriaiuetion of the.se 
mares. Britisli Columbia siM'ins to be a goml bors'* 
i»n*i'ding eonntry. north and smitli. TIm* Okanagan 
Valley is ileslimd to la* a great hor.se-ln ceding 
eountry and from tliere to the far north colts si*em 
to tiirivi*. Our northernmost horse is at Stanger. 
When he got to the end of tin* railway the .Mounted 
Poli-*e took liiin in cl'.arge. and i»a>si*d him from 
pi>si to fiost. Me have a letter from the man w’.;o 
has him i!i. Ilaliidayi. saying that everyone in tin* 
bureau should be eamniizeil wln-n they die. 

“.\s yon know, the bui-«*:in does not aim to breed 
tliorong'hbreds, and for every thoroughbred foal there 
are probably forty or fifty half-brt*il.s. M'e take 
the stand, howerei*. that if the thoroughbred bhaiil 
is valuable to a naiioii t.vml this all progn*ssive na 
lions have proved t. then the bniean stallions sliouhl 
1 m* mated with any Uiormighlired mares that conn* 
along, provided it does not interfere with their sea- 
son for eohi hliMnled mares. D«i not think il in any 
way int«*ri*ieies witli the tlioronglibred hreedlng in 
diisiry. for tln ie are in* private owned thoroughbreds 
ill the places I have mint iomd. In fact, we hav* 
more than we ran do to idaei* sires in lliese distrieis. 
whii-li are not already siqqdiisl hy inivate means, 
and ihere will iie\(*r he any danger of a clash."

Lexington. Ky.. February 10. — Watterson Sno- 
walter’s |M*titions to the Juarez and Charleston track 
iimiiagers for an iinrease in the number of races 
for two-year-olds at tin winter meetings were for- 
warded from here toiiay. Tlie signers iiumlM*n*d 
about 1 weiily-five, and they, for the most part, wei-.* 
breeders who are apparently desperate enough to eii- 
dor.M* aiiytliiiig that may have a tendency to increase 
the value of the young thoroughbreds they have on 
hand at the present time. In the better days of 
racing, it would have been next to im|Kissible to se- 
cure half a dozen signatures in all Kentucky to such 
a document. It would have been accounted disgrace- 
ful. It is to be hoped that tuifmeii in England. 
France. (Jcrmaiiy, Austria, Belgium. Russia, Aus- 
Iralia and South America, when* it is well into the 
summer before any two-.v<*ar-olds aiipear at Hie start- 
ing post, w-ill understand that tin* Showalter i»( tl- 
tion does not reiireseiit the normal sentiment of the 
turf ill this eountry. 'There has been some talk tliat 
the Showalter petition was iii.spired by a traiinr no-.v 
at Juarez who lias iieari.v all two-year-olds iu his 
string. 

John A. Headley, of this cit.v, who is iu Australia 
under a e.nitraet for three years as trainer for the 
-Mleiidaie Stock Farm, UM-ated at Mentone, near M ■!- 
iMUiriii*. writes to a friend here of the trip down in 
November with tli« horses of Andri*w Robertson and 
Dr. .Mauriee Leacli, as follows: “We arrived hero 

sate and sound after thirty-four ihi.vs at s«*a. Me 
had a tine trip and the time passed quickly. The 
horses shi|>ped in grand shape and look fine. 'The 
stall!. Ills .Mazagaii. Plaimde.s and The Scribe liK»k 
."iu iicr cent, better than the day they went al>o;u*d 
the luiat at San Franciscti. I will start breaking 
the young on«*s tomorrow (December 24 ». and tlii'ii 
turn them out for about eight w-eeks. .Mr. Kohert- 
son was sick on the lioat during the last ten day.s 
of Hie trip and he is only just now’ out of his iH*d. 
Dr. Leach, however, is in excellent health. The |k*o 
pk* are quite taken with a black yearling till.v that 
he owns. It is the lialf sister to Fass(*iiger. h.v St. 
Avoiiicus — Crall. I think he will get a big price for 
her if he decides that he will sell, I heard a man. 
wlio I am told is one of the heaviest liettors here, 
tell him that he eonld send the filly to his place at 
his own price. 

“I never saw so many horses in one place in my 
life as in the vicinity of Melbourne. It seems as if 
evei-yboily liere who is counted as anybod.v has at 
least one horse. Th«* jieople are good sports ami will 
bet t^*ir money on a gCMid race, and they hav* 
plent.f of g.ioil races. I do not know just how many 
race tracks there are iu the neighborluxHl of Mel- 
bourne, hut the landscape Is dotted with theni. 
There are tliree tr.-ieks, all big. fine ones, within 
two miles of this farm. Saturday is the big raeiiig 
day here. Every owner, it seems, wants to st-irt 
soiiiething on that day and fields of twenty ho»ses 
are quite common. 1 have already seen as many as 
thirty-four lunning in a race. 

“The city of .Mt*11>oui-ne is a fine, up-to-date place 
with pleiit.v of parks and sea beaches. It is uii.l- 
sumniei* here and the jieojile are in the open by the 
thousands every day and evening. I like the place 
immensely. 

“.Vccoiding to the papers here. Irving II. M’lieat- 
croft’s shipment of thoroughbreds from Lexingti);i 
arrivi*d iu Sydney w’ith the lo.ss of nine head. I am 
told that he was unfortunate iu having a p<M>rlv ven- 
tilated boat and that the h.^rses were quartered be 
tween decks where it was exceedingly hot. The 
M’lieatcroft horses are to In* sold at Sydney. Mar<-h 
I."*, and I hear that he intends to quit the turf en- 
tirely." 

'The weather in central Kentucky has lieen extra- 
ordinarily cold tin* past week, but there are no 
r«*pi»rts of sufTeriiig or loss of foals on the breeding 
farms. ’I'raining oiierations at the Kentucky .\ssie 
ci.-iiioa track, wiiei-e l.'id horses arc quartered, are 
going forward quite satisfactorily. 'The racers are 
heing galloped daily thioiigh th« snow’ and they 
a IV all apFuirently doing famously. 

“1 haven’t a sick or ailing horse in my siring of 
sixtivn." said Thomas (’. McDowell yesterday morn- 
ing. "and I luive not lieard of a sick one at the 
track. Till* .Manager has wliiten*d exci*llently and is 
in giaini siiape. He has bri>adeiied considerably and 
is a miieh sri’Uter horse th.Hii In* was in P.Hl." 

M'alter Hrati-r. who has thirteen horses In training, 
says Ilia I in* m*ver saw a horse imi»rov»* like 
Sir Blaise lias. This son of Lissak is owned hj- 
B. F. iJiithrie. of Shelhy villi*, and he is a eaiidldale 
for the Kentucky Derby. Tin* two-year old half- 
sister to Sir Blaise, a bay filly by Yankee (inn — 
'The Pet. has lM*en named Maria ('. Mr. (Irater is 
well ple.a.seil with her. 

M'illiam .McDaniel has taken up Be .\iry. Arte- 
sian and Odoz.-i. iM'Ionging lo Pol. M*. E, -\ppli*gate. 
'I'iiey have lieeii rumiing out slnee last fall. 

'Ti»e latest addition to the st,ildi* of S, K. Hughes 
is the Kentucky Derby candidate. Kenneth D.. Im* 
longing to John H. Morris, the master of Belli* .\ir 
Farm.

LATONIA JOCKEY CLUB STAKES ANNOUNCED. 

Cincinnati. U.. February 10. — Six stakes have been 
opened for the spring meeting of the Latonia Jockev 
Club. Entries to the same will close March 2. 
The stakes are all of the added money variety with 
the Latonia Derby, $2,500, added as the head liner. 
The Cincinnati Trophy, for two-year-olds. $1,500 
added, is one of the big features. In addition to 
the money value, the winner will receive the $500 
Cincinnati Trophy. 

The Latonia Jockey Club is making an effort to 
have Its meeting begin early this season, and the 
Memorial Handicap, which in previous vears was a 
Decoration Day feature, is again on the fist, and will 
be a valuable event. The number of stakes is less 
than last year. The reason for this is that there is 
doubt as to the time of beginning and length of 
the meeting. If the Latonia Jockey Ciub could have 
had the assurance of the Kentucky Racing Coramls 
sion that its meeting would begin the last day In 
May It would have opened more stakes, it is an- 
nounced. The deficiency in stakes will be supplied 
by overnight handicaps carrying a value of $800 or 
more, which will make interesting racing. The 
stakes are as follows: 

Latonia Derby — For three-year-olds; $2,500 added, 
of which $Ooo to second. $5 «.k> to third, and fourth 
to save its stake. One mile and a half.

CAIMAN DIES IN AUSTRALIA. 



We learn from an Australian exchange that Cai- 
man recently dropiied dead in his yard at the Dart- 
mouth Stud in New South Wales. Foaled in 1890. 
he was an Auierican-brcd horse, and was imported 
to Victoria by the late William .McCulloch, and after 
serving a few seasons at Wixallands, was sold shortly 
after the death of .Mr. .McCulhxdi to B. Allen for 
OOo guineas. He was by IxK-ohatchee (son of Onon- 
daga), from Happy Day, by Coeruleus. from Rosher- 
ville, by Cremorne, from Vertumna. by Stockwelli 
from (tarland. by Langar. from Cast Steel, by 
Whisker. He came from th(“ same family as Galll- 
nule. Upas, Sir Foote and other successful sires, but 
although a gooil performer iu England, he could 
hardly be termed a stud success. When here he was 
the property of the late Ix>rd William Beresford, 
and as a two-year-old won thrix* races, including the 
Clearwell Stakes and the Middle Park Plate. In the 
latter race he beat Flying Fox. with which he 
started equal favorite. As a three-year-old, however, 
the “Fox” conclusively proved himself his sui>erior. 
for he easily disimsed of him in the Two Thousand 
Guineas and the St. Leger. Between thosi‘ two 
events, however. Caiman won all the half-dozen 
events in which he t<»ok part, and among them were 
the Payne Stakes at Newmarket and Im|»erial Stakes 
at Lingtield. He was iu»t so gtxid in his third sea- 
son. and only won oma» in a half-dozen es.says, that 
being in the Lingtiehl Park Stakes, in which race 
he made the mile time record— 1 On the deaili 

of Lord W. Beresford Caiman wa.s s«mt up f«*r sale 
at Newmarket with the rest of the stud, and 
knocked down to R. .Marsh (acting^ for Lord Wolver- 
ton) for 2..50O guineas. He provinl a l>ad bargain, 
for he scortHl but once again, though lie was out 
eight times as a tive-year-olil. He was well backed 
on several occasions, and got within a neck of San- 
tol for the Kempton Park “Jubilee” and ran second 
for the Grosvenor Cup at Ix'icester. He earried 
Lord Wolv(*rton’s colors the following year, but ouly 
won him a 1(K) sovereigns plate at Haydwk Park, 
and tliereupon found another owner in A, James, 
who gave 760 guineas for him under the hammer at 
(ioodw(»od. He ran twice unsnceessfully for Mr. 
James and made his last appearance In the Quarndon 
Plate at the Derby Novemlx*r meeting iu 19t>2. — 
Ia)ndon Sportsman.
